HE firſt and Father-cauſe of Con 


mon Error, 1s the common Infhir- 

mity. of humane Nature ; which 
may: well be cxcuſed in us, by the depravi- 
ty of thoſe Parts, whoſe Traductions were 
pure in our firſt Parents, who committed 
the. tirlt and greateſt Error. 

Yea, his Error is ſo much the greater, in 
that he is ſuppoſed by ſome, to have been 
the wileſt Man that ever was ; and as © 
thers have conceived, he was not ignorant 
of the Fall of the Angels, and had thereby 
Example and Puniſhment to deter him. 


But 
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- But Man was not only deceivable in his 

Integrity, but the Angels of Light in all 

their Clarity. He that ſaid, he would be 

like the Higheſt, did err; if in Jome way 
he conceived himſelf {o already ; whereby 

vainly attempting not only Infolencies, but 

Impoflibilities, he deceived himſelf as low 

as Hell. In brict, there is nothing infalli- 

ble but God, who cannot poflibly err. 
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CHAP. II. | 
A further Illuſtration of the ſame. 
R=s thus deluded before the Fall, it is " 
no wonder if their Conceptions were Fl 


deceitful, and could ſcarce ſpeak without by 
an Error after : For what is very remarka- x 
ble, ( and what few have as yet obſerved ) if! 
in the Relations of Scripture before the 
Flood, there is but one Speech delivered by 
Man, wherein there is not an erroneous 
Concepcion ; the Pen of Moſes having re- | 
corded but fix : The firſt that of Adam, . 
when upon the Expoſtulation of God he . 
replied, I heard thy Voice in the Garden, and 
becauſe I was naked, 1 hid my ſelf. In which 
Reply there is a capital Error, in infring- 
ing the Omnilſciency and eſſential Ubiqui- 
of his Maker, who as he created all 
things, ſo is he beyond , and in them

God : The Woman whom thou gaveſt me to be 
with me, ſhe gawe me of the Tree, and I did 
eat, Wherein there is involved a very in- 
pious Error, in accuſing his Maker of his 
Tranigreflion ; as if he had faid, 7f thu 
badſt not given me a Woman, Thad nit bem 
deceived.

hibited by her God.

In which 
Negation', beſide the open Impudence, 
there was implied a notable Error, for re- 
turning a Lye unto his Maker, and deny- 
ing the Omnifciency of God. The An- 
(wer of Satan, m the caſe of Feb, had 
more of Truth, Wiſdom, and Reverence, 
than this: Fhence comeſt thou Satan ? and 
he ſaid, From compaſſing the Earth. 

The fifth is another Reply of Cain, upon 
the denouncement of his urſe : My Iniqu:- 

} greater thu can be forgiven. The Al- 
ertron was not only deſperate, but the 
Conceit'erroncons, overthrowing that glo- 
ous Attribute 'of God, his Mercy , and 
conceiving the fin of Murder impardona- 
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| have flain a mpu to my wounding, and a young 


man to my hurt: If Cain he avenged ſeven: 


fold, truly Lamech ſeventy and-ſeven-fold. 


| Now herein chere ſeems to be a very erro- 
neous Illation, concluding 2 regular Prote- 
ian from a ſingle example : he deſpaired 
| of God's mercy in the ſame Fat, where 
| this preſumed ir ; though the ſin was leſs, 
| the error was as great. 

Thus may we perceive, how weakly our 
Fathers did err before the Fload ; how con- 
tinually and upon common diſcourſe they 
icll upon Errors after ; it is therefore no 
gy we haye been erroneous eyer 
Ince.

Fs chus declared the infallible Na- 
cure of Man, even from his firſt Pro- 
duction, we have beheld the general Cauſe 
of Error. But as for popular Errors, they 
are more nearly founded upon an erroner 
aus Inclination of the People ; the ſenſitive 
quality moſt prevailing upon vulgar Capar 
Cities. Thus they conceive the Earth to be 


far bigger than the Sun ; the fixed Stars lel- 
K 4 {er 
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f than'the Mon; their Figures plain, and 
their Spaces frontthe Earth equi-diſtant; for 
this their Senſe informeth them. 

- And their individual Imperfe&ions be- 
ing great, they are moreover enlarged by 
their Aggregation ; and being erroneous in 
their ſingle Numbers, once hudled toge- 
ther, they will be Error it felf. By this 
means, Thudas an Impoſtor was. able to 
lead away 4000 in the Wilderneſs, and the 
Deluſions'of Mahomer almoſt a fourth part 


of Mankind. 


Now how far they may be kept in Igno- 
rance, there is a great example in the Pco- 
ple of Rowe, who never knew the true and 
proper Name of their own City ; for be- 
ſide that common Appellation received by 
the Citizens, it had a proper and, ſecret

© © thereof being diſcovered unto their Enc- 


mies , their Penates and patronal Gods 
might be called forth by Charms and It- 
cantations: For according to the Traditi-

unfit for Conglaciation ; for mineral Sp 
rits do generally reſiſt, and ſcarce ſubmit 
thereto. 

But whether this Congelation be ſimply 
made of Cold, or by the operation of any 
nitrous Coagulum, or Spirit of Salt; (where- 
by we obſerve, that Ice may be made with 
Salt and Snow by the Fire-ſide , as is allo 
obſervable from-Ice made of Salt-peter and 
Water, duely mixed and ſtrongly agitated 
at any time of the year;) were a conlidera- 
ble Enquiry. 

But as Ice is ſeveral ways diſlolvablz, 
this is only one, and that with very great 
difficulty ; which is by reducing it by Art 
to a fubtil Powder, and then with a vitre 
ous Commixture, it will be diffolvec by a 
violent dry Hear. 

Again, Ic differs from Ice, in that Ic: 
will ſwim in the thinneſt Water that can 
be, and this will ſink, be it never 1ſo thick;

And this he illuſtrate 
trom the Practice of Phyſicians, who in 
Perſons near their Death, do uſe ſich Mc 
dicines as provoke unto Sneczing; and it 
that Faculty awaketh, they conceive hops 
of Life, and with Gratulation receive t: Þ 
 ligns of Safety.
